Nine-Month Record High 
For the last nine m onths of 1939 
the revenue collected reached $166 - 
c’13 compared w ith $35,719 in 1938 
The cost of collection

$49,758. and in 1938 it was $47 102 
leaving a 1939 profit 
of 
$117,154 
compared with a deficit of $11,384 
in 1938.
